Dry Amendment 
To Virginians 


Vice President Says It Is. 
Absolutely Opposed to 


Local Self-Government. | 


Must Return to Faith of 
Fathers. 


Washington, May 13.Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall declared today in a 
speech before the Virginia State Bar 
association that “political salvation 
for America lies in » speedy return 
to the constitution—the faith of 
the fathers of the republic. 

Mr. Marshall discussed constitu- 
tional amendments that in his opin- 
ion “have not contributed to the 
peace and good order of society and 
have brought a large measure of 
evil to the republic.” 

Youching lightly. upon prohibi- 
tion, Mr. Marshall declared that the 
eighteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution absolutely is op- 
posed to the principle of local self-, 
government and states’ rights, but 
as a part of the fundamental law 
of the land, it should be upheld by 
all law-abiding citizens. Mr. Mar- 
shall declared that if a secret vote 
had been taken behind closed doors 
on the amendment it would not 
have received twenty votes in the 
United States senate. | 

The vice president emphasized 
that whatever he had said was not 
intended as criticism of the admin- 
istration. ‘ 

Mr. Marshall predicted that in the 
future the country would be faced 
by the question of government of 
law or of men, declaring that only 
two men, Samuel Gompers and 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, now are con- 
sulted on public issues. ;

Layer, a farmer, has confessed to 
the killing of Jacob Wolf, his wife 
and five children, and a chore boy, 
Jake Hofer, on the Wolf farm three 
miles west of Turtle Lake, N. D., on 
April 22, it was announced here to- 
day by J. E. Williams, state’s attor- 
ney for McLean county. 

Ill feeling of long standing, end- 
ing in a quarrel over injuries ad- 
ministered to Layer’s® cattle by 
Wolf's dog, was responsible for the 
crime, according to Layer’s confes- 
sion. 

Layer was arrested Tuesday night 
at his home and today was r- 
raigned before Judge Nuessle and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Layer said he went to the Wok 
farm on April 22 and Wolf demand- 
ed that Layer leave the place. 

Layer refused and Wolf got a 
double-barreled: shotgun. Layer 
grasped the gun and attempted to 
wrest it from Wolf in the entrance 
to the kitchen. The weapon was 
discharged twice. One of the shots 
killed Mrs. Wolf and the other a 
13-year-old chore boy. : 

Layer by this time had taken the 
gun away from Wolf. He went into 
the sitting roomy obtained a hand- 
ful of shells from a bureau drawer 
and hurried outside. Wolf was run- 
ning toward the barn and Layer 
fired, hitting Wolf in the back. 


Layer then shot Wolf again in the’ 


back as he lay on the ground, ac- 
cording to Layer’s alleged confes- 
sion.

RUSSIA MUST GET AID 
OR CHAOS WILL REIGN 


Trouble of Worst Kind 
Soon Coming Unless 
There Is Help From Out- 
side—Moral Breakdown 
Perhaps Irreparable. 


Washington, May 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Russian bol- 
sheviki government is a “social ad- 
venture become a ghastly failure,” 
according to Colonel Edward W. 
Ryan, Red Cross commissioner for 
north Russia and the Baltic states. 

Colonel Ryan is just back from a 
surreptitious visit into Russia with 
the Esthonian peace delegation, and 
his observations are contained in a 
report received by the state depart- 
ment. Russia can not hold OUT siz 
months, he said, without aid from 
abroad. 

“The country must either receive 
assistance from beyond the borders 
of Russia,” the report said, “cr 
there will be chaos.” 

Colonel Ryan left Reval on March 
23, traveling as a private citizen 
with the Esthonian mission. He 
spent the following day in Patro-] 
grad, arriving in Moscow March 26, 
and returning to Petrograd five 
days later and to Reval April 2. 
His report, communicated to Robert 
E, Olds, Red Cross commissioner 
for Europe, and forwarded here, is 
said to be the first authoritative 
first hand information on conditions 
in Russia received since the return 
of the Bullitt mission a year ago. 

Colonel Ryan visited hospitals,

despair. 

“Clearly Hopeless.” 

The government was “clearly 
hopeless,” he said, and all govern- 
ment officials admitted the trana- 
portation problem would’ eventually 
result in the overthrow of the pres- 
ent regime unless help. came from 
outside.

“The general belief is that it will 
start with a gigantic pogrom, and 
the best that is hoped for is that 
from a welter a middle class intebli- 
gensia may emerge.” : 

Colonel Ryan was accompanied in 
Petrograd by a representative of the 
Moscow foreign office named Lo- 
renz, formerly official Russian :in- 
terpreter at Brest-Litovsk, ani in 
Moscow by Krassovin, presumably 
a representative of ‘the Red Cross. 
of the foreign office. 

At no time he said was/he permit- 
ted to make any independent inves- 
tigation. Except when he was asleep 
he was not alone for a moment. He 
saw, according to an explanation of 
Colonel Olds, what “his guide saw 
fit to show him,’ was unable to 
take notes and throughout thé ad-

“Both Moscow and Petrograd were 
‘indeseribably filthy in appearance,’ 
Colonel Ryan said. The streets, he 
was informed, had not been cleaned 
for four years and were at least 
ankle deep, in most places knee 
deep, in dirt. 

“Everybody Was Cold.” 

Only part of Moscow is supplied 
with water, few electric lights 
were visible and there was no coal 
and little wood; as the result “ev~ 
erybody was cold,” he said. Meat 
on sale was mostly horse meat, and 
the whole population seemed ab- 
sorbed in. the effort to obtain food 
enough to sugtain life. 

A daily bread ration of one 
pound is prescribed, but in reality 
has been reduced to one quarter of 
a pound. 

In a conyersation with Symos- 
kow, minister of public health, 
Colonel Ryan inquired whether 
there had been any attempt to 
classify and. register the poor. 

“There are no poor,’ Symoskow 
replied. “In Russia all are equal 
and in the same class.” 

Inhabitants of Moscow are 80 
poorly clad that “one gets the im- 
pression that it is regarded as a 
disgrace to be clean or neatly at- 
tired,” the report. said. The aver- 
age man presents the appearance 
of a “bum.” : 

Of the hospitals visited 75 per 


cent of the personnel of-one was 
said to have died in the preceding 
three months. Medical supplies 
were totally lacking, including rub- 
ber goods and heart stimulants, and

Secretary Says Somebody 
Signed His Name to a 
Cablegram That He Nev- 


er Sent. 


ALLEGED-THAT SIMS 
FOUGHT CONVOY PLAN 


Daniels Says Sims Was 
More Anxious to Guard 
Cargo Ships Than Those 
Carrying American 
Troops. 


Washington, May  13.—Charges 
that a cablegram produced before 
the senate naval investigating com- 
mittee during the testimony of 
Admiral Sims bore a forged signa- 
ture were made today by Secretary 
Daniels. He referred to a messane 
which Admiral Sims had presented 
as part of his criticism of the navy 
department and which purported to 
have been signed by the secretary. 

“Somewhere somebody was guilty 
of signing my name to an official 
dispatch which the original, here 
produced, shows I never signed,” Mr. 
Daniels told the committee, “or -of 
altering a dispatch by erasing the 
real signature and _ substituting 
‘Daniels.*”’ 

The concluding paragraph of the 
cablegram read: “In-regard to con- 
voys, I consider that American ves- 
sels having armed guard are safer 
when sailing independently.” 

Never Sent Such a Cablegram. 


, Mr. Daniels testified that imme- 
‘diately upon reading the admiral’s 
testimony he. knew that he never 


sent such a cablegram, and he start- 
ed an>investigation. 

The secretary said he finally 
found the original of the dispatch in 
the British embassy, through which 
it had been sent, and tha 
signed to it was “A, F. Ca 
directions of the chief of ni = 
erations.” , ie 

“The statement that it was signed 
‘Daniels’ igs untrue,” said the secre- 
tary. “No such ‘telegram signed 
‘Daniels’ was ever sent to Admiral 


Sims. In estimony he reiterated, 
over and o meain that this dis- 
patch made hi ‘about ready to 


jump overboard, and that it was 
signed with my name, conveying the 
impression that the civillun secra- 
tary of the navy had personally 
passed upon the question of a par- 
ticular method to protect and was 
resisting the adoption of the convoy 
system. I knew I never entertained 
the opinion stated in the dispatch he 
displayed.” 

Admiral Sims should produce the 
person who altered the signature. 
Mr. Daniels declared, adding that 
the adutiral owed “an apology to us 
and to the country for the impres- 
sion undertaken to be made by his 
testimony based upon a false sig- 
nature.” Se 

Much of the naval secretary’s tes- 
timony was devoted to the contro- 
versy over convoying troop. ships. 
He insisted that Admiral Sims had 
not agreed with the department’s 
views as to the necessity tor prvu- 
tecting transports, and told the com- 
mittee that he had found it nec- 
essary to remind Admiral Sims sev- 
eral times during the war that the 
first duty of American destroyers 
abroad was to protect these vessels. 

Referring to Admiral Sims’ tes- 
timony that the first troop convoy

It proposes to repeal war decla- 
rations with both Germany and 
Austria, while the house measure 
dealt with Germany alone and dif-.

General indisposition of: senators | 
to discuss the resolution led to to- 
day’s agreement for final action 
Saturday in which party leaders 
concurred. 

Kellogg and Lenroot Speak. 

Few more speeches are planned 
and the resolution was laid aside 
today after addresses in its support 
by Senators Kellogg, of Minnesota, 
and Lenroot, of Wisconsin, repub- 
lican members of the “mild reserva- 
tion” group in the treaty fight. 

Both senators criticised President 
Wilson, charging him with delaying 
peace by his position on the treaty, 
and predicting republican success 
in the November campaign, if the, 
tteaty issue were carried into the 
campaign as he had urged. 

A status of peace must be ob- 
tained “in some other way” if it 
cannot be secured by ratification 
of the treaty and the league of na- 
tions, said Senator Kellogg. 

“It is of the utmost importance,” 
he said, “that a status of peace be 
accomplished. Not only is it neces- 
sary to the industries of this coun- 
try and its trade, but it is impor- 
tant that the war powers of the 
president should cease. 

“When resolutions of this charac- 
ter were originally introduced in 
the senate, I was opposed to them. I 
wished every opportunity given for 
the ratification of the treaty.

At present rates, if all of the homes and places of business in Georgia 
used electric lights, and consumed a moderate amount of current, the cost in 
thirty years with interest compounded at five per cent would be

For homes.... $1,267,674,000 more than at the Toronto rate 


For lights in Georgia. $1,693,568,080 more than at the Toronto rate 


The total assessed value of all property in Georgia in 1918 was only 
$1,079,236,826.00. 2 

If only one-sixth of our people use electric lights in their places of busi- 
ness and homes, at that rate, the lights would cost them $282,261,345 more 
than they would cost at the Canadian rate. 

Remember that figure and get this fixed in your mind— 

That difference, which one-sixth of the people of Georgia would have to 
pay over and above the cost for the same amount of current at the Toronto 
rate, would be sufficient to pay the cost of the Hydro Electric Power Commis- 
sion System in 4919 three times and leave a balance of $20,355,546, which 
balance is sufficient to pay the total cost of the developed properties actually 
belonging to the Georgia Railway & Power Company, as shown by the decision 
of the Railroad Commission in 1918, and leave a further balance of 
$6,231,816. 

The Hydro Electric Power Commission is the property of the state and 
municipalities of Ontario. In 1919 it supplied 376,000 horsepower of current 
to 230 towns and cities, among which were Toronto and London. 

Their rates for current are fixed high enough to meet all’expenses, pay 
all interest charges, maintain the system, and set aside a sinking fund sufficient 
to retire the capital cost of the system in thirty years. 

R. T. Jeffrey, one of the System’s engineers, says as to the money put 
aside from these rates for depreciation: 

‘Some people say that we are not fair to the present users of power in 
that we make them pay for two systems in thirty years, as the depreciation 
charge insures the system being in good operating condition at the end of thirty 
years, at which time the municipalities will have sufficient money set aside to 
provide a new system.” 

Why then should one-sixth of the people of Georgia be made to pay this 
amount only for lights in their places of busisress and homes, and on top of 
that amount, have to pay a sum sufficient to duplicate the Canadian system 
three times and leave a balance such as that set forth above? 


Macon, Augusta 


Give Light 


London is a city in Ontario, Canada. 

It is the same size approximately as Macon and Augusta in Georgia. . 

London has abolished the custom of farming out the collection of taxes 
on light and power to private corporations. It gets its current from the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission. 

In London 12,000 homes and places of business are lighted by electricty. 
The average bill for lighting a home there in 1918 was 95¢a month, or 5c 
less than the minimum bill possible in Macon and Augusta. 

If in Macon and Augusta each, the same number of people should use the 
same amount of current for lights for which the 12,000 London people paid 
an average of 95c each a month, each of the Augusta and Macon people would 
have to pay three dollars and forty-two cents, or more than three times as 
much as the London people. 

This difference would amount to seven hundred and eleven thousand 
three hundred and sixty dollars more a year. In thirty years, with terest 
compounded at 5%, this sum would amount to $47,262,758.40, which sum’ 
would pay par for the total capital, both stock and bonds, outstanding in 1919 
against the two companies, which supply current to Macon and Augusta, three 
times and leave a balance of $1,934,558.40. 

But these companies, the Central Georgia Power Co., in Macon, and the 
Augusta-Aiken Railway and Electric Corporation, in Augusta, both also sell 
current for power, the cost of which current must be added to the cost of light- 
ing homes and stores. 


Factories Face 
Increased Costs 


If the Railroad Commission of Georgia permits the raise in rates demand- 
ed by the Central Georgia Power Company, in thirty years with interest com- 
pounded at 5%, the annual increase in cost to only 25 firms in Macon, will 
amount to $6,607,306.52, if the figures published in the Macon Telegraph of 
April 4 are correct and the bills specified therein are the average monthly bills 
of the Company’s listed. 

Consider then these facts. 

The Bibb Manufacturing Co., is one of the Macon companies listed. Onc 
of its bills for a month for power at the present rate has beer given as $3,011. 
The same bill at the rate for power in London, Ontario, would be only 

$2,663.51, or $347.49 less. If this should be the average monthly bill, this 
difference in cost in thirty years with interest contpounded at 5% would amount 
to $277,046.83. ‘Notwithstanding the Central Georgia Power Company pro- 
poses with the permission of the Railroad Commission to add an additional cost 
for the same period of time of $769,056.29, making the cost of this:plant of 
the Bibb Mfg. Co. for: power $1,046,103.12 more than it would be at the; 
London rate. : 3 . 

Another company mentioned is the Thomaston Cotton Mill. At the 
present rates, using the same method of comparison, its cost for power will be 
in thirty years $136,924.87 more than it would be at the London rate. The 
increase for this mill proposed amounts in thirty years with interest compounded 
to = making the difference $743,264.28 more than at the rate 
in London. 

For the Ensign Cotton Mill, the difference at the present rate will be 
$194,034.03. For the Forsyth Cotton Mill the difference will be $82,964.96, 
To the first mill, the Central Georgia Power Company-proposes to add $327,- 
044.26, to the second, $208,408.99 in cost for power. 

These four mills are now incurring a cost of $690,970.69 more than; 
they would be incurring at the London rate, but it is proposed to add enough to 
their cost of power to make this difference $2,601,819.64. 

This indicates what is happening in Central Georgia. 

Our next article will show what is in store for North Georgia, where the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company is demanding a raise in rates for light, 
power and street railway fares. 

But the facts given above as to Macon and Augusta and the factories of 
Central Georgia are sufficient to show the burden imposed by foreign corpora- 
tions upon our peoples and industries. 

If Georgia is to develop as a manufacturing state—lIf our people are to 
have light and power— : | 

Georgia and her municipalities must have protection. . 

They must at least be free to deal on equal terms with the corporations 
now controlling and withholding our water powers.

CONVICT NO. 2253. . 

Eugene VY. Debs, nominated today 
for president of the socialist ticket, 
now is convict No. 2253 in the fed- 
rs penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga. 

He began serving a ten years’. 

‘sentence for violation of the war-| 
time espionage act April 13, 1919, | 
when he entered the Moundsville. 
W. Va. federal penitentiary, after 
all appeals in his behalf had failed. 
He was removed to the Atlanta pris- 
on last June. 
' Debs is 65 years old. His presi- 
dential nomination today is the fifth 
his party has given him. He was 
a democrat before he became a so- 
cialist. In the late seventies he 
served tow terms in the {Indiana 
legislature from Terre Haute, hiS5 
home town, and figured cénsidera- 
bly in local politics. before that. He 
once was a candidate for congress 
from the fifth Indiana district. In 
1894, from May to November, he 
served a sentence in jail for con- 
tempt of court in an Illinois con- 
spiracy case while an acknowledged 
leader of the socialist party in this 
country. 

His present imprisonment result- 
ed from governmental investigation 
of a speech in Canton, Ohio, on June 
16, 1918, which led ‘to his arrest 
two weeks later for opposing the 
war and urging labor to cease all 
activities which in any way tended 
to prolong it. { 

Every atom of influence and en- 
ergy in the socialist party went 
:nto the fight to keep Debs out of 
jail, but the United States supreme 
court and Attorney General Palmer 
turned down each appeal in his be? 
half. Later the American Federa- 
tion of Labor convention, in June, 
1919, after heated debate, voted 
down a resolution which favored 
clemency for him. 

The name of Debs as. “head cf 
the socialist party in America,” has 
gone around the world. Soviet Rus- 
sia sought his release in appeals 
to this government through diplo- 
matic channels, and he was “slated” 
by Moscow communist gongress in 
March of last vear to Be “the fu- 
ture soviet president of the United 
States.” With Premier Lenine, of 
Russia, he last June was elected 
an honorary president of the Ko- 
rean labor congress.

any of the ten grades in which he 
would deliver the other half of a 
purchase. ‘ 

fmciuded in Comer Amendment. 

Both the senate provisions were 
included in the amendment to the 
agriculture bill offered by Senator 
Comer, democrat, Alabama, ‘and 
Came before the house because cf 
the inability of the senate and house 
conferees’ to reach an agreement. 
Although no record votes were tak- 
en in the house, its debate indicated 
that the principal support of the 
double-barreled amendment of Sen- 
ator Comer came from members 
from South Carolina, Alabama and 


Georgia. Members from other svuth- 
ern States spoke against the part of 
the amendment relating to sules and 
deliveries. 

Republican Floor Leader Mondell 
and Representative Mann, repub- 
lican, Illinois, joined in the debate, 
urging hotse approval of that part 
of the amendment limiting cotton 
Classitication to the ten grades. Op- 
posing the remafnder’ of the amend- 
ment, they, like a majority of the 
southern members, attacked the 
Sales and delivery provisions as of 
unknown consequences. They also 
asserted that the amendment on its 
face “showed hasty tarelessness in 
its preparation,” and if enacted 
would be impossible of enforcement. 
~The house. action favoring the 
permanent enactment of the war- 
time legislation; which re-consti- 
tuted the ten ‘cotton grades, was 
practically unanimous. . During the 
War this legislation. wag adopted as 
a rider to another piece of legisla- 
tion after members from the cot- 
ton-frowing states had complained 
that the original cotton futures act 
was not being followed strictly by 
the department of agriculture. 
Southern members at that time said 
the department had _ created  sub- 
Brades, the effect of Which was to 
set up twenty-one grades for cot- 
ton classification. 

7 To Clarify Language. 

Representative Stevenson, South 
Carolina, offered a substitute, de- 
claring his purpose was to clarify 
the language of the original Comer 
proposal. He and others supporting 


oe whig._amcndment argued that it mere- 


ly permitted buyer and seller to de- 
terntine equally what grades of cot- 
ton they wished delivered, but the 
opposition was centered on the com- 
plaint that in the absence of hear- 
ings no one knew what would; be 
the ultimate effect of the  pro- 
visions. 

“Not a human being on earth— 
even its author—knows what this 
amendment means,” declared Repre- 
sentative Sanders, of Louisiana, “It 
could have twenty-seven diffffent 
meanings.” 

Representative Almon, Alabama, 
retorted that his constituents fa- 
vored adoption of the amendment. 
but objection to it was voiced by 
Representatives Young, Black and 
Blanton, of Texas: Quin and Can- 
dier, Mississippi; McClintic, Okla- 
homa. and Wingo, Arkansas.

Big Convention 


| ‘Athens, Ga., May. 13.—(Special ) 
The first‘unit’ of the American 
Women’s Legion. tobe formed in 
Georgia, organized here recently 
and denominated the Frank Lee 
Walker unit, is officially repre- 
sented at the first national conven- 
tion of the legion whieh is being 
held in Washington, D. C., today, 
Friday and Saturday. Among those 
comprising the Georgia delegation 
at the convention is Miss-Meina Mi- 
Chael, who had an active part in 
the organization of the state's first 
unit. . 

‘Held in the marine barracks in 
the national capital, the conven- 
tion was called chiefly to choose 
national officers of the Women's 
Legion.” ‘The assemblage also will 
have before it the matter of revis- 
ing or formally adopting the  or- 
ganization’s constitution, which 
tras heretofore been simply tenta- 
tive. . 

The officers of the Frank Lee 
Walker unit, which was formed at 
the Georgia State Normal school, 
located here, are as follows: Pres- 
ident, Miss Ida Pound;-vice presi- 
dent. Miss Kate Bannister; treasur- 
er, Miss Winnie Holden; secretary, 
Miss Sara Maddox; auditor, Miss 
Lizzie Sue Harris. Invitations to 
attend the n&tional convention 
were extended to the unit presi- 
dents and two delegates and two 
alternates for each 25 members. 

The American Women’s’ Legion 
is composed of wives, mothers, sis- 
ters, daughters and other kinsfolk 
of men who served with the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces, and local 
units may be formed in any city, 
preserving local identity and self- 
The organization is 
primarily a patriotic society. “born 
of the spiirt that sends men to 
serve under the flag.” & 

The legion stands for 100 per 
cent Americanism, for love of coun- 
try, for service of country, for the 
teaching of these things to the 
children of the country, for the 
friendly co-operation of the women 
whose men served in the great war, 
for the ever-present remembrance 
of the crippled soldier, and for the 
banding together of women whose 
men have served. into one great na- 
tional organization. “to the end 
that the American Women’s Legion 
may alwavs stand back of the men 
who stand back of the flag.” The 
organization also plans to be an ef- 
fective agency in the eradication of 
illiteracy. ~ 

Mt is inspired by the desire to be 
a living memorial to the .soldiers 
who fought in the great war, and 
rather than raising up monuments 
to the glory of those who rallied 
to their country’s call, the organi- 
zation is naming the various local 
units in honor of those who went 
to the front and failed to return. 


MOTON PREDICTS 


~END TO LYNCHINGS 
WITHIN TEN YEARS 


Washington,’ May 13.—Prediction 
that the next few years.would sec 
Iynchings and mob violence wiped 
out if. whites and blacks only “keep 
their feet on the ground and main- 
tain level heads in these days of 
stress and strain,” was made by Dr. 
Fobert R.Moton, principal of Tus- 
kegee institute, in an address to- 
night before the Southern Sociologi- 


cal congress. 

“T think I know whatI am say- 
ing,” said Mr. Moton, “when I say 
that there was not only a more 
friendly attitude toward the negro, 
but there never were so many white 
people in the south who are not 
merely desirous that the negro shall 
be fairly and justly dealt with, bur 
who are determined that he shall 
have a fair chance. This growth in 
‘sentiment with respect to seeing 
that the negro gets a square deal is 
reflected by ‘the’ determination of. 
such a large number of southern 
governors to put down mob violence 
and to see that the negro gets jus- 
tice. As a result of this growing 
sentiment. I expect, in the next few 


years, to see lynchings and mob vio- 
lence Wiped out.” 

Records at Tuskegee institute, Dr. 
.Moton said, show that thus far this 
year there has only been six lynch. 
ings, as compared with eighteen tor 
the same period last year.?

roads overcome the. freight conges- 
tion so as to keep production— 
needed to keep down the cost of liv- 
ing—going full tilt. 

As a means.of enabling the roads 
to provide equipment, shortage of 
which is said to be largely respon- 
sible for failure to move oceans of 
freight piled high at teh principal 
gateways in the east and middle 
west, the senate interstate commerce 
committee approved an amendment tv 
the transportation act under which 
they would be given fifteen years 
instead of five to pay back advances 
under the $300,000,000 revolving 
fund. \ ; 

Railroad officials said this would 
help, but they pointed out that the 
immediate trouble called for heroic 
measures to relieve congestion, and 
that the carriers, for instance, re- 
quired 226.000 cars to reach normal, 

While most of the roads were 

swamped. with freight at junction 
points and big gateways, American 
Railroad association officials said 
a perceptible improvement wa3 
shown by reports received from all 
sections. Complaints still came 
from shippers, however, and the car 
service committees of the associa- 
tion, which directs the car move- 
ment, endeavored to allocate equip- 
ment to sections and industries in 
greatest need of it. 
° There was no embargo on ihe 
movement of coal, live stock and 
perishables, and these commodities 
had a preferential rating and right 
of way to passenegr train service, 
which thus far has not been af- 
fected. Government agencies in 
touch with the transportation sys- 
tem put forth every effort to help 
relieve the situation, admittedlv bad, 
but not quige so bad as a week or 
ten days ago.. Demands for coal 
were general. This was kept moy- 
ing, while orders were ‘issued for 
the quick dispatch of cars to the 
northwest for shipment of grain, 
and refrigerator cars to California 
and Florida to take care of per- 
ishables. ee

THE FREIGHT TIE-UP.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


One of the favorite vagarics of 
the non-medical systems of health- 


building is deep breathing. It 
sounds plausible, and is therefore 
“common sense.” 


Jf you take an animal and insert 
a tube in the windpipe, connect the 


tube with a bellows, and inflate the 
lungs more deeply than the natural 
depth of breathing and at the same 
or a slightly faster rate than that 
of the animal’s natural breathing, 
for a few minutes, you will find 
that when the artificial exaggera- 
tion of breathing is stopped the an- 
imal does not breathe at all for a 
certain period, and when the 
breathing does begin it is feeble, 
shallow in character, only regain- 
ing the natural depth and rate af- 
ter a considerable period. 


Now when a human being sets out 


to improve his health after’ the 
rules and regulations laid down 


by visionary “authorities” whose 
knowledge of physiology is sketchy, 


he performs this same experiment 
on himself, with a similar result, 
Save that there is a slight differ- 
ence in the application of the test. 
The human being exerts his own 
muscles in his deep breathing, and 
that exertion is, in a measure, ex- 
ercise. The exercise necessarily 
burns up some fuel, which calls for 
oxygen. Therefore the human be- 
ing experimenting with deep breath- 
ing merely breathes in a more shal- 
low manner without a very distinct 
interval of no breathing after his 
deep breathing effort. 


The experiment teaches that ex- 
ercise is the means of increasing 
the absorption of oxygen in the 
body, and not deep brathing per se. 

It is nonsensical to attempt to in- 
crease the oxygenation of the blood 
and tissues by consciously trying 
to breaghe deeper. it does not pro- 
duce the desired effect in practice, 
however attractive the theory may 
seem in the literature of the get- 
ee ee een - AE TICN proph- 
ets. ; 
Let the breathing alone. It is a 
mechanism perfectly equipped to 
take care of itself. Let general ex- 
ercise create. the call for deep 
breathing, and leave the breathing 
to answer the call ag nature wills. 

By taking a dozen rather slow, 
deep breaths, but not too deep, in 
each minute for two minutes, you 
will find that you can then easily 
hold your breath from eighty to 
ninety or more seconds, whereas or- 
dinarily a healthy individual can 
hold his breath for about forty sec- 
onds by the watch. This proves 
that the deeper breathing, without 
excessive muscular effort to use up 
the extra oxygen, does for a brief 
period supersaturate the blood with 
oxygen, so much so that you feel 
quite comfortable without any more 
oxygen for perhaps as long as two 
minutes. But this oxygen saturation 
is in the blood; it does no harm 
there. In order to get it into the 
tissues, where it can be utilized by 
the cells of the y, you must do 
something else, and the surest 
method of accomplishing the pur- 
pose is active general exercise. 

Forget all about the breathinge— 
but don’t forget to put in your reg- 
ular daily stipend of exercise.

James A. Hollomon: Please 
advise through yogr columns in 
The Constitution, is the state 
convention a creature of the ex- 
ecutive committee or is the ex- 
ecutive committee a creature of 
the state convention? 
W. B. PATILLO. 
Savannah, Ga., May 12, ‘20. 
First—The Neill primary law cre- 
ates a state convention, which must 
meet in September of the years in 
which state elections are held. 
That convention only has authority 
to create an executive committee. 
The executive committee therefore 
is the creature of that convention. 
Second—The executive committee 
is the supreme authority in Georgia 


in all party conventions, save and 
except that particular September 
convention, and has the right, legal- 
ly and’ morally, to make all rules 
for the government ‘and conduct of 
the democratic party in primary 
elections and in conventions inci- 
dent thereto except as otherwise 
provided for in the Neill statute. 


It is as plain as the nose on the 


face, and as simple as the English 
language can make it. . 


The presidential convention to be 
held on the 18th of this month is a 


creature of the state executive com- 
mittee, provided by law, and the 
state executive committee, there- 
fore, has absolute legal power over 
that. convention. 

The convention to be held this 
month could not discharge the state 


executive committee or give to it 
any binding instructions, but the 
state executive committee could re- 
penl its net creating this convention, 
and could, by proper act. prevent the 
holding of this convention. 


Therefore, the state executive 
committee, under the law, as the 


creator, has paramount power to 
the state convention. 

Of course everybody realizes that 
the presidential convention, when 
it meets, can prescribe rules for its 
own government, and to do certain 
acts, but only when these acts do 
not conflict with the rules already 
prescribed by the executive com- 
mittee.

The Senate Floor 
Painfully Deserted. 


Absenteeism in the senate has be- 
come such a habit, it appears, that 
it has been necessary to transfer 


from one committee to another the 
resolution introduced some days ago 
by Senator Borah, of Idaho, for an 
investigation of campaign contribu- 
tions to presidential candidates. 
In asking for the transfer, Sena- 
tor Borah explained that because 
of the absence of senators, it had 
been impossible to get a quorum of 
the committee to which the resolu- 
tion originally had been referred. 


Still another evidence of ab- 
senteeism which prevails under the 
present senate management was 


furnished recently by Senator Lodge, 
the republican floor leader. He gave 
notice to the senate that he would 
again call up the Knox peace resolu- 
tion for consideration of a specified 
date. That he did not call up the 
resolution a day or so earlier, the re- 
publican leader explaine@, was due 
“to the absence of a numeébr of sen- 
ators from the city.” He though. 
“the absentees should have notice.” 

Meanwhile, as pointed out by,Sén- 
ator Thomas, of Colorado, the scnate 
is transacting business with only a 


handful of senators present, and ap- 
propriation bills, carrying hundreds 
of millions, have been passed with- 
out a roll call and without the 
presence of as many as twenty sen- 
ators out of a membership of nincty- 
six. It has been necessary fre-. 
quently of late “to direet the ser- 
gscant-at-arms to request the pres- 
ence of senators,” such directions 
following the point of “no quorum.” 


In taking his campaign contribu- 
tions resolution from one committee 


to another, Sénator Borah, one of 
the outspoken republicans of the sen- 
ate, admitted that it is @ifficult to 
get enough members of any commit- 
tee to do business nowdays: 

“Mr. President: <A few days 
ago I offered a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of cam- 
paign expenditures, concerning 
which I wish to say a word in 
no sense reflecting upon the 
committee, for I do not intend 
to reflect upon it,” explained 
Senator Borah. . 

“It is pretty difficult to get a 
majority of any committee in 
session now owing to the absence 
of so many senators. Therefore, 
without intending to reflect upon 
the committee on privileges and 
elections, and for the reason 
that it is difficult to get a ma- 
jority of the committee assem- 
bled, I ask unanimous consent 
that this committee be _ dis- 
charged from the further con- 
sideration of senate resolution

No. 357, and that it be brought 
to the floor of the senate in 
order that I may have it referred 
to where it has to go in any 
ven, namely, to the committee 
to audit and control the con- 
tingent expenses of the senate.”

Across the Continent 
With. Air Mail Service. 


The air mail service has been 
operated with phenomenal success 
during two years, the second an- 
niversary of its inauguration being 
May 15. The routes in operation at 
the close of the second year extend 
from Washington to New York, from 
New York to Chicago and from 
Chicago to Omaha, 

Within a few weeks the service 
will be extended to St. Louis. A 
survey and inspection of the pro- 


posed route through to San Fran- 
cisco is now being made, and 
Service through from New _York 
to the Pacific coast will be in- 
augurated as soon after the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year as the nec- 
essary equipment and landing fields 
can be perfected. , 
It has been anticipated that the 
route between Washington and New 
York would have to be abolished in 
consequence of congressional action 
in providing for the- air mail serv- 
ice. FPhis, however, will not be 
the case. The New York-Washing- 
ton service will be continued along 
with the: establishment and opera- 


tion of the New York-San Francisco~- 


service. , 

Also the extension to Atlanta is 
probable within the next year. 

The manner in which the prob- 
lems.involved in the utilization of 
airplanes for carrying mail have 
been solyed and the complete. effi- 
ciency developed in the operation 
of the air mail service has put an 
end to skepticism as.to the prac- 
ticability of air transportation and 
greatly advanced the commercial 
utilty of aviation. 

When the air mail service’ was 
established May 15, 1918, there was 
a division of opinion: among au- 
thorities in aeronautics as to wheth- 
er flying would be possible under 
adverse weather conditions. The de- 
partment has demonstrated by its 
daily service that the mail can be 
carried by airplane under all weath- 
er conditions, winter and summer. 

During the second year the posta! 
airplanes covered a total mileage 
of 498,664, 
538,734 pounds of mail. The aver- 
age percentage of performance, in- 
cluding flights, made under the 
most adverse conditions, was 87: per 
cent for the entire year. 

The New York-Washington route 
operated daily with an efficiency of 
better than 90 per cent. Its guc- 
cess justifies the extension of .the 
service from New York across the 
Allegheny mountains to Cleveland 
and Chicago, and the success of that 
undertaking resulted in congress 
authorizing a daily round trip air 
mail service during the coming fis- 
cel year across the continent from 
New York to San Francisco. 

During the past winter, which has 
been the most severe in some time, 
the air mail operated successfully 
advancing the mail practically all of 
the time from 12 to 16 hours over 
the train time, had the trains ar- 
rived on schedule’ time. However, 
the train schedules . between New 
York and Chicago were notoriously 
bad during the past winter montas.

‘Editor The’ Constitution: ‘Your 


editorial of recent date, on “Berry | 
Culture,” is most timely, and if the 


citizens of Georgia would profit by 
the suggestion you offer, this 
source of wealth would not be con- 
fined to rural districts, but every 
city garden or orchard would bring 
its revenue from blackberries, rasp- 
berries, strawberries, ete. 


The planting of raspberries and 
gooseberries in rows between the 
trees in every orchard would be the 


most practical plan and there could 
be no better border plants for every 
garden than these same money- 
growing hedges. Not only the bor- 
ders of walks and driveways could 
be planted to strawberries, but this 
litt?e plant grows close to the 
ground and makes the best possible 
cover for terraces in cultivated 
fields, and the root system is mosi 
admirable § for preventing any 
ground from washing, be it on city 
or rural property without distinc- 
tion of course. 

It is with interest that I note 
your remarks regarding canneries, 
and I wish to say that our $6,000 
canning factory, here in Blairsville. 
has been able to pay expenses from 
the wild blackberry bushes _ in 
Union county, while our profits 
have come from tomatoes, beans 
and sweet potatoes. We, the citi- 
zens of this mountain county real- 
ized that wild berries were going 
to waste by the thousands of bush- 
els, and during the war we wanted 
to conserve everything possible, so 
we organized the Blue Ridge Can- 
ning company, more for the pur- 
pose of trying to have a local mar- 
ket and saving waste products than 
for paying dividends. However, we 
have found such a good market for 
hand-packed vegetables that our 
cannery has paid for itself each 
year, brought new money into our 
county, helped many women and 
girls who are members of garden 
clubs, and paid actual operating 
expenses from our returns from the 
wild blackberry bushes that have 
hitherto been considered more or 
less a nuisance on the farm or at 
least a useless plant in the aban- 
doned fields. Now, our people are 
planting raspberries and we know 
that we will have a fancy pack 
from this as well as the strawberry 
and the mountain huckleberry in 
the future. Since the old custom 
of “burning the woods” has been 
largely abandoned in this county, 
due to fire protective measures 
taken by a land company owning 
some 60,000 acres of timber land 
here, we find that the mouniain 
huckleberry, or “blueberry” bushes 
are covering the ground through 
the forests and there is no ques- 
tion but that the 1920 output of 
our canning factory will be greatly 
increased in both variety and quan- 
tity of canned products. 

The local interest in this cannery, 
here in the heart of the Blue Ridge 


mountains of Georgia, is increasing 
not only on account of the fact 
that some 130 stockholders live in 
all parts of Union county, and our 
isolated location, due to the twenty 
miles of mountain roads whfch 
separate our cannery from our 
nearest railroad point, but in- 
creased interest continues to come 
from the fact there is more money 
in berries than anything else we 
have canned, and we are paying 
expenses from these things which 
have formerly gone to waste. Of 
course,- the experience of making 
real money from the wild black- 
berry and raspberry is proving @ 
great incentive to cultivate these 
and the other berries which will 
thrive in. this .wonderful mountain 
country. There will be no ques- 
tion about substantial dividends 
when trucks are sent out to the 
country stores to gather up the 
berries and produce which has been 
taken in trade by numbers of mer- 
chants, and when our state high- 
way system puts Union county on 
the map for the first time in its 
history, we believe that our city 
friends will prefer the fresh moun- 
tain berries, -vegetables and’ fruits 
and we are sure that our abundant 
supplies of these as well as poul- 
try, eggs and game will bring new 
friends from Atlanta and _ other 
cities whether they buy our produce 
at their nearest markets or come 
here in the highlands where they

President Wilson in a letter to 
the convention declared that Ameri- 
ca now was facing the question of 
aiding Christian people in other 
parts of the world to realize their 
ideals of justice and orderly peace. 

“It is a matter of genuine and 
very deep regret on my part,” the 
president wrote, “that I cannot per- 
sonally greet the members of the 
southern Baptist convention now 
gathered to hold the diamond anni- 
versary of the convention in this 
city. It would be a great pleasure 
to me if I could meet the members 
personally and express my deep 
concern in all the great interests 
which they represent. It is of special 
significance and timeliness that a 

reat Christian convention should 

e held in Washington, because the 
nation now faces nothing less than 
the question whether is to help the 
Christian people in other parts of 
the world to realize their ideals of 
justice and of orderly peace, and I 
am sure that the nation will listen 
with the greatest deference to the 
utterances of the convention.” 

A plea for unity of northern and 
southern Baptists was made by E. 
M. Poteat, of Boston, secretary of 
laymen’s work of the northern Bap- 
tist convention. He declared that 
Baptists in the north and south were 
one in fundamental issues and 
shottld get together. 

E. C. Miller, of New York, told the 
convention that he was ready per- 
sonally to provide for two medical 
Baptist missionaries if they would 
begin work at once in Jerusalem. 


Illiteracy in the South. 


Questions of education and the ex- 
pansion of foreign missions were 
discussed at the morning session to- 
day. Dr. E. J. Dillard, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., spoke of the need for 
Christian education among the stu- 
dents of the south, and Dr. John 
E. White, of Anderson, S. C., de- 
scribed the illiteracy prevalent in 
the south, which, he declared, it 
was the duty of the Baptists to 
remedy. Dr. A. P. Robertson, of the 
Baptist Theological seminary, Lou- 
isville, Ky., discussed the problems 
of theological training for minis- 
ters. 

Work accomplished by the fur- 
eign mission board for the year 
was reported by Dr. J. F. Love, of 
Richmond, Va., secretary of the 
board, who told of the gratifyinz 
results obtained by Baptists in for- 
eign fiel€s and called upon the con- 
vention to redouble its efforts to 
increase the forces of the denom- 
ination among the nations of the 
world.

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Florida Convict Farm 
Model Prison Colony, 
According to Dr. Hart 


New York, May 13.—The Florida 
convict prison farm w described 


as a model prison colony by Dr. 
Hastings Hart today in a speech be- 
fore the annual meeting and con- 
ference of the national committee on 
prisons and prisoa fe 

Dr. Hart, describing the prison 
farm colonies of Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, North and South Caro- 
lina, said because of climatic con- 
ditions prisoners were able to be 
employed all year. He said Flor- 
ida has a prison colony of 20,0C0 
acres and Mississippi one of 16,000 
acres. . 

The Florida farm, Dr. Hart said, 
has 500 prisoners, but there are only 
eight men on the pay roll. Despite 
the smal] number of keepers only 
two prisoners have been lost in two 
years. 

The poultry farm, he added, is an 
important part of the Florida colony 
an dis in charge of a prisoner who 
is there for life. 

When the convicts turned out for 
work in the morning, Dr. Hart as- 
serted they were without other 
guards than the foreman and that 
officer was not permitted to carry 


arms. He regarded this farm as 
model prison colony.

PLANS TO STABLIZE 
WORLD GRAIN MARKET 


Washington, May 13.—Cabinet of- 
ficers, members of congress and the 
interstate commerce commission 
and railroad officials have been in- 


vited by Julius H. Barnes, presi- 
dent of the United States Grain cor- 
poration, to sconfer with him here 
on May 19, to discuss plans for 
imceting the sitvuaticn resulling frem 
the termination of the grain cor- 
poration on June 1. 

“The approaching termination of 
the three-year stabilizing influence 
of the grain corporation requires | 
most ¢arnest consideration,” said. 
Mr. Barnes. “America’s grain mar- 
keting machinery and its large 
credit needs formerly depended on 
the security afforded by hedging 
transactions in the reat grain 
markets,” the wheat diréctor con- 
tinued. “These hedging markets 
will not be reinstated because of 
present hazards. The disorganiza- 
tion ot Europe forces the purchase 
of their bread supplies: by govern- 
ment officials instead of through 
private merchants whose thousands 
of differing opinions introduced a 
measure of cushioning against vio- 
lent price fluctuations. 

“A conference, May 7, of 400 rep- 
resentatives of wheat handling and 
manufacturing trades, bankers and 
progucers discussed this situation, 
menacing not alone the grain han- 
dling, but the credit structure of

Mr. Smoot declared the joint com- 
mittee on printing is not a congres- 
sional body, but a separate and dis- 
tinct statuatory body, analogous to 
the civil service commission. 

He said further: “It looks as if 
Roger Babson. has made use of the 
president or his advisers in carry- 
ing out his threat‘and ‘determination 
to end’ the censorship, which, with- 
out the least foundation, he has 
charged against the joint committee 
on printing.” 

r. Smoo@previously had criticised 
the manner in which Babson ob- 
tained control of The offitial Bul- 
letin, formerly published by the 
committee on public information.

GOVERNOR OPPOSES 
_FEDERAL SUFFRAGE 


Baton Rouge, La., May 13.—The 
woman suffrage fight in the Louis- 
iana legislature tightened up today 
when Governor R. G. Pleasant read 
& message to both houses urging re- 
jection of the federal suffrage 
amendment and advocating the 
states rights bill. 

“The proposed federal amendment 
is in reality not an amendment,” said 
Governor Pleasant in his message, 
which was read at a joint session. 
“It is a rebuilding of the very foun- 
dation of the constitution of the 
United States itself, and of the con- 
stitution of every state that will 
not -have approved the alleged 
amendment or whose peoples have 
not authorized their legislatures to 
ratify it. The electorate is the sov- 
ereign. It is the state.” 

Coupled with Governor Pleasant’s 
attack on ratification was the ar- 
rival of Maryland’s two representa- 
tives on the scene appealing to Lou- 
isiana legislators to join hands with 
Maryland and kill the amendment. 

Considerable interest was mani- 
fest in an offer received from May- 
or Martin Behrman, of New Orleans, 
to help in the fight for ratification. 
Mayor Behrman until recently was 
strongly opposed to woman  suf- 
phony He is the acknowledged 
head of the so-called “organization” 
forces of the Lowvisiana democrats.
